Copenhagen, January 2!.—‘‘At first sight 
the northermost subjects of Denmark, 
the heathen Eskimos of Cape York, are 
mainly remarkable for shyness, courtesy 
and dirt,’ said Dr. Mylius Erichsen, the 
Greenland explorer, returned after two 
years’ residence among King Christian's 
long neglected subjects. “But on better 
acquaintance we learned that our dark 
brethren were much like other folks, 
even in a religious sense. The mtssion- 
aries call them heathens, but 
whether the appellation i!s 
True, they d@ not recognize our religion, 
but firmly believe in a great, hidden 
power that sways the universe. 

Not a Personal God. 

“That power, styled ‘good principle’ by 
the more enlightened Eskimos, is a spir- 
itual being who constantly guards his 
children, telling man, through his con- 
science, what he ought and what he ought 
not todo Those following the ‘good prin- 
ciple’s’ precepts are rewarded in future 
life—all the pleasures they liked best while 
in the flesh are at their disposa) tn un- 
"mited variety, while when a bad man 
dies his soul becomes a habitant of the 
waters, where it floats for all eternity, 
fighting, starving, freezing.” 

“The ocean, then, is the Eskimo’s 
hades?’’ queried your correspondent. 

“Exactly so. The Eskimos regard 
water as the very worst of evils, conse- 
quently they never wash, and when a 
person !s disgraced compe] him to suffer 
the very severest of punishments—that 
of immersing his whole body in water 
and drown. 

“They have no written code of laws or 
morals, but are ruled by regulations rec- 
ognized by all. A man of honor !s ex- 
pected to judge and punish himself, when 
his crimes are found out, and if 
he neglects that sacred duty, the people 
drive him to commit suicide in the water. 


Killed Sick Children. 


“Just now, when the question whether 
it is right to put out of their misery 
children bound to be sickly, or cripples, 
is révived tn some parts of Europe, it 
's interesting to note that same has been 
st In Eskimoland for time tmmemo- 
rial.

“The Eskimos are very hospitable, and 
whenever the larder Is well filled a feast 
is arranged for all friends and neighbors.

In th® one poom hovel, devoid of door, 
windows and chimney, and in an atmos- 
phere that-would appal a pig, twenty or 
thirty men and women dance around 
the fire by Stamping the ground once 
with the right foot and again with the 
left. This they continue until the sweat 
wets the outside of their furred garments. 
The individual who falls to Syrate ’round 
until) such is achieved. offers an immense 
insult to the host, and must expect to be 
waylaid on the way home ond soundly 
thrashed.”’ 

Dr. Mylius continues: “When we first 
arrived the Eskimos displayed the utmost 
courtesy, and appeared shy and almost 
afraid of the European invaders, but aft- 
er living in their midst for some time, it 
was discovered that the politeness and 
shyness was but a mask. The heathen 
Eskimos at Oape york, where we stayed 
longest, knew very well where their tn- 
teresg Iles, and used us as a ‘good thing,’ 
no better, no worse. 


Social ‘Tragedy. 

“The Eskimo gentleman

“An Eskimo of my acquaintance had 
three wives, but as his friends put i 
‘did not know enough to 
favors among them to each one’s satis- 
faction.’

Louisiana, was faunched at Newport 
News. The Lotisiana wil] not only be

That stock shot 
up to a new high record at I49, and it 
Was accompanied, as on its previous ad- 
vance, by Interborough Rapid Transit, 
which made a sensational] spurt to 199. 
The latter movement awakened little re- 
sponse On the stock exchange, but the 
Northern Securities movement was evi- 
dentiy responsiwie for the rise tn st. 
Paul, Nortuwestern and its’ subsidiary 
stock. A number of dormant investment 
Shares rose many points On singie lrans- 
actions. ‘ihe general ievei of piices, how- 
ever, Was maintained with dilficuity, and 
@avVe Way entirely on the appearance o! 
the bank statement, disclosing an Uae 
expected loan expansion of 3$354,474,7vU0. 
jis is far in excess of any previous 
week's increase in the loan item during 
the history of the ciearing gouse, and i: 
was further nolaoue fur. tue Lact that the 
increase in loans has been made by three 
or four of the largest bans in the Ciear- 
ing house in which is usually concen- 
trated the great finnacial and syndicate 
Operations of the country’s MOSL power- 
ful tinancial groups. Nothing has ap- 
peared on the suriace to faikate Iinio 
Wlet channe] these enormous. ex tensiuns 
of credits may be turned. There have 
veen several] bond sales during the week, 
but not sufficient to account for the 
proportions of the loan expansion. Some 
part of the resources thus expended may 
uve gone for the payment of maturing 
American railiroad notes and bonds held 
abroad, and il is Knuwn thal the cheap- 
ness of money here has prompted bank- 
ers to employ funds for the purchases 
of large amounts of bonds held by Euro- 
pean investors which are to tail due in a 
short time. But there will be room stil: 
for the supposition that some great pro- 
ject of corporation finance is in pro- 
cess of being worked out, Compared with 
this week's great loan jncrease, that for 
the week ending June 23 last year comes 
nearest tO an equa! amount, wnen the 
bank loans increased $30,669,300. The 
only other paralie] occurred during the 
spring of 190! preceding the great fio- 
tation era when for severa] weeks the 
clegring house banks made increases in 
the neighborhood of $30,.w0,000 in their 
loans. The Lovyisville and Nashville pur- 
chase and the placing of large issues of 
short time railroad notes caused the last 
January's great loan expansion.

Comment on Bank Stattement. 


New York, January 2!.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“The official statement of the New 
Yok associated banks last week showed 
entirely umexpected and extremely large 
increases In the principal items. The 
most important of these gains was in 
loans and 4Geposits. The former was 
augmented by $34,474,700, carrying the 
total within $47.177,700 of the highest 
week last year and on. record. The 
maximum in 1904 was $1.!145.989.200 on 
October 8. The deposits were increased 
$44,655,100, making the total $60.391,400 
less than that of $1,224.206.600, the 
maximum recorded on Sentember 17, 
1904. The cash reserves were increased 
$10,438.300, following a gain im ‘the 
previous week of $1!5.348,900. making a 
total of $25.787.200 in the fortnight. The 
required reserve of 25 per cent against 
general deposits was $11!1,163.775. de- 
ducting from which the cash gain of 
$10.438.300 left $725.475 as the decrease 
in surplus reserve to $23 733.800. Com- 
puted upon the basis of deposits less 
those of $20981!1.800 public funds, the 
surplus is $28.979.250. The statement 
showed a good balance, the sum of the 
gain fn loans and of cash being only 
$257.900 greater than the Increase tn 
Aenosits. The expansion in loans of 
$34.476.700 was most likely largely tdue 
te syndicate borrowing through the prin- 
cipal banks, which were almost daily In 
the market with offerings of loans at 
call, some considerable portion of which 
must have been placed. Possibly also 
the rates for collateral toans for fixed 
periods may have [{nduced borrowing bv 
stock exchange operators !f not by com. 
mission houses. The cash gains were 
doubtless hugmented through subtreasurv 
arerations, Including the return to the 
hanks from Washington of the procee js: 
of national bank note redemptions. which 
have latterly heen quite large. The 
movement of currency from the {nterior 
also contributed to the cash gain. The 
statement only partially reflected the 
surrender of 10 per cent of the public 
deposits under the Novemher call, which 
matured last week, the reduction tn this 
item being oniy $1.552.500, compared 
with the previous week. Interior hanks 
have, however, effected surrenders of 
their quotation of public funds through 
their New York correspondents. That 
the statement was favorable. consider. 
ing the borrowers’ point of view, goes 
without saying. Leaders, however, re- 
garded {t as unfavorable for the. reason 
that it contributed to greater monetary | 
congestion.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 2!.—Dealings at 
the stock exchange this week have ex- 
panded to an average of over a million 
shares a day, and the growth in the 
volume of the bond dealings has been 
even more notable with an increased 
health in the demand for investment is, 
sues along with the continued activity 
In the more speculative bonds, but the 
tone of the stock market has shown 
much irregularity excd unsettlement. The 
public share in the operations, tending 
to a distribution of ho'dings In inveet- 
ment hands was believed to be small. 


The buoyant rise in Union Pacific quite 
distinctly culminated above 120, which 
it crossed on Monday, and the stock 
Was under persistent pressure above 
that point, thus leaving the market 
without the stimulating effect of its 


leadership In the advance. At the same 
time the failure to develop the expect- 
ed plan for readjustment of the western 
rallroad relations and settlement of the 
Northern Securities contest caused dis- 
appointment. Reading then went through 
a similar course of precedure, rising at 
one time above 90 and then droppits 
back under the wetght of realizing. The 
lack of any plausible explanation for 
this movement and the spasmodic char- 
acter it took om became a positive draw- 
back to the market, and fears arose 
that the stock had been practically cor- 
nered, threatening heavy losses to an un. 
covered short interest. From Reading the 
movement shifted to less  inflvential 
quarters of the list, with diminishing ef- 
fect on sentiment. Much remains of tne 
extreme gains of the week for some of 
the leaders, but the genera) level ig not 
much changed. The course of the mar- 
ket from day to day was much more 
influenced by these specia] movements 
than by consideration of genegful condi- 
tions and prospects of a financial and 
industria) kind. The settlemen;, of the 
long-standing strike of the New Eng- 
land cotton operatives was considered 
highly encouraging from every point of 
view. The vepression there has been 
regarded as one of the few clouds on 


the industrial outlook, and the resump-., 
tion of operations is of promise in the | 


absorption of the great cotton supply, 
which has forced prices to an unprofit- 
able level An effective offset to .cais 
influence was the threat of a strike of 
trainment in the Pennsylvania service. 
The extraordinary deasand for tron and 
stee] hag pointed to early prosperous 
conditions in that industry, and current 
estimates of the earnings of the United 
States Stee] Corporation for the Decem- 
ber quarter have veen raised. put the 
stocks have falled to respond in the 
market.

Financiers Anxious To Get the 
Public in Stock Market 


That Is the View Taken by Many 
While Discussing the Easy 
Money Rates — Great Im- 
provement Is Shown 
in Business. 


By R. N. Burnett. 
New York, January 2!.—(Special.)— 


Wall street finds it hard to reconcile the | 
steady expansion in general business with | 
the extreme ease of money at this cen- | 
ter and there has been much discussion | 
of the matter during the week. If we are | 


in for a continued gain in all kinds of 


business, it is asked, why should call | 
money decline to below 2 per cent, as it | 
did this week, with big bankers tumbling | 


over one another to put out their funds 
at such ridiculous rates? Why should 
time rates get down to 2% per cent for 
sixty day accommodations and with all 
the six months funds that stock brokers 
may require at 3 per cent? History has 
shown that active business followed by 
higher rates for money, as a result of in- 
creased demand, yet there is no evidence 
of improvement in the money market at 
this center. It is still argued by many 
that the money market is artificial and 
the low rates are brought about by 
banking interests for the purpose of 
stimulating the stock market. It ts con- 
tended that financiers are loaded up with 
stocks and they have a motive for want- 
ing to get the public into the stock mar- 
ket. In reply to this it may be said 
that interest rates will take care of 
themselves, if the improvement In trade 
goes forward at the present rate for a 
much longer time. We have had more 
increases in dividends by conservative 
corporations like the Illinois Central and 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Oma- 
ha railroads, with evidence that many 
more will increase their payments. AS 
neretofore pointed out in this paper, this 
policy is calculated to increase the confi- 
dence of the public and eventually more 
people are likely to come into the stock 
market. It is the old story of holding off 
unti] there is not a cloud in sight, then 
coming .In to buy at top prices. It is by 
no means certain that investors will be 
lured back again, but the big people are 
bending every energy to bring this about. 

The case of money is calculated to 
stimulate the bond market for failure 
to get a reasonable return on capital 
loaned in the open’ market wil] drive it 
into the best securities that can be ob- 
tained. The bond market has already 
shown considerable expansion, with 
transactions on some days 50 per cent 
larger than recently. As standard bonds 
get up to prices where they seem dear 
the way will be clear to invite investment 
of money in new bonds, There is no 
doubt that there will be plenty of new 
issues to meet all requirements. The 
only question is whether there will not 
be sO many new issues, for the purpose 
of taking up floating debts, that public 
sonfidence wil] not be unsettled. Yet with 
business improvemegt continuing 
throughout the year perhaps there is no 
reason for apprehension on this score. 
One has but to look at the rapid increase 
in the wealth of this country to realize 
how many new securities we can ab- 
sorb without feeling it. Under the cir- 
cumstances the proposed railroad legisia- 
tion and tariff tinkering will probably 
cease to attract much attention after 
congress adjourns. Wall street has can- 
yassed those matters pretty carefully and 
it Is satisfied that they are not it 5 
to worry about; they have been largely 
discounted so far as the market is con-

The president is authorized to appoftrit 
an assistant aftorney general for the 
enforcement of the act.

Carriers refusing to obey an or- 
der of the commission shall submit to the 
penalty of $5,000 a day. 

An appeal from the court of com- 
merce can only be taken to the supreme 
ecurt of the United States.

$7,000 a year. The terms of the com- 
missioners shall be ten years. 

A court of commerce, composed of five 
circuit judges of the United States. ts 
created which shall hold four regular 
sessions each year in Washington. The 
eourt shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
over cases brought by the Interstate 
commerce commission. The chief fustice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States !s authorized to deslienate on the 
first of each year five circuit judges, 
who shall constitute the court of com.

The case of South Dakota against 
North Carolina, in which South Dakota 
collected, after trial] in the supreme 
court, a claim of over $30,000 on such 
ponds, is to be ‘followed by actions 
against al] the southern states having 
like issues. The private creditors have 
a plan of. intervention in these suits by 
which they believe they can collect the 
entire amounts. 

It is said that over a hundred million 
of these securities are outstanding. 

Offers to lowa of large donationg of 
the same securities in return for the 
privilege of suing in the name of the 
state were refused, and there is a strong 
disposition here to reject the offer 
of even a big series of dona- 
tions in return for the privilege of 
using the state's name to injure a sister 
state. The passage of the bill is doubt- 
ful, but it is said there will be a power- 
ful lobby to back it.

It was this rank 
and title that General Thomason went 
to the army maneuvers at Manassas, Va, 
in command of the Georgia troops. 

Thus having held the rank and com- 
mis 1, General Thomason could be re- 
tired at any time as a brigadier gen- 
eral. 


Made Way for Wooten. 

Now it is reportcd Colonel W. E. Woot- 
en, of: the Fourth infantry, Albany, 
wanted also to be brigadier general.

LIBRARY ACQUISITIONS. 


Valuable Papers Found in Maryland, 
Massachusetts and New York. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

In the last year the Library of Con- 
gress has made many additions to its 
collection of manuscripts, letters, jour- 
nals and diaries of worth to students of 
American history. Many of the acqul- 
sitions came from Maryland, Massachu- 
Setts and New York. The number of 
such acquisitions and their value are 
made known in the annual report of 
Herbert. Putgam, the Jibrarian of con- 
gress. 

One very interesting fact brought out 
in this report is that the magnificent 
collection of prints belonging to T. Har- 
rison Garrett, of Baltimore, was saved 
to the art world from destruction in the 
Baltimore fire by an arrangement De- 


, tween the Library cf Congress and Mr. 


Garrett for the loan of his entire col- 
lection to the institution. The prints 
were in part turned over to the library 
several hundred at a time for exhibi- 
tion purposes for several vears prior to 
last February. 

The Garrett collection numbers 19.- 
{13 of the very rarest prints and en- 
gravings in the Uniteg States. It is 
held by the Library of Congress sub- 
ject to the call of dts owners. It supple- 
ments the famous Gardner G. Hubbard 
collection, which is the property of the 
government. 

By another stroke of luck the library 
secured by purchase in Baltimore two 
large packing cases stuffed full of ex- 
tremely valuable documents. These con- 
sisted of the papers of Sylvanus Borne. 
of Massachusetts, and of William Tavy- 
lor, Josiah Meredith and John White. 
all of whom were prominent in the early 
days of Baltimore. 

The papers of Svivanus Borne, who 
Mass., and 
was American consul at Amsterdam. 
consist of 4,000 letters, 500 of which 
are those of Borne himself. They deal 
with political and diplomatic subjects 
for forty years, from 1776 unt!l the war 
of 1812. and his comments on political 
conditions in Europe during the rise 
of Napoleon. 

The balance of the purchase contain- 
ed in these packing cases has not been 
arranged by the library or catalogued. 
It comprises, however, about 5,000 docu- 
ments of Willlam Taylor. who was en- 
gaged in foreign and domestic com- 
merce in Baltimore in the eighteenth 
century, forming an Interesting comple- 
ment of the Ellis papers, and about 
1,000 papers of John White, cashier of 
the Baltimore branch of the United 
States bank. These geal with the finan- 
cial situation in the early days of tho 
government. 

Another acquisition from Maryland 
was the gift by Bernard M. Baker, of 
Baltimore, of a letter dated August 2!, 
1777. from George Washington to Georg* 
Clymer, and a copy imitation of Wash- 
ington’s autograph in frame. 

One of the most valuable recent acquist- 
tlons of the library was the purchase of 
the Polk and Johnson papers. The Pol«

OSTON, January 
B Piano tuning bids fair to be 
changed within the next generation 
from a trade to a profession... Here- 
tcfore the tendency has been in the 
opposite direction. Everybody knows 
that the tuners of the old-fashioned type, 
though they do not go much on sctentific 
principles in their work, are, neverthe- 
less, for the most part, pretty efficient 
men. They are apt to have the handi- 
ness and intelligence characteristic of 
the old-time’ artisans. - 
But their preed is oné that for somé 
time has been getting scarcer. In their 
places have come the tuners trained in 
the greaf plano factories, men Who 
seemingly should be very skillful, but 
who too often are very one-sided and 
urdeveloped; remarkably skillful it may 
be in certain branches of the. craft 
and absolutely ignorant in others, : 

The deterioration in the standards of 
piano tuning hag been, of course, for 
some time a matter of considerable con- 
cern to pfofessionadl musicians and 
teachers of the piano. Incompetent tun- 
ing makes no end of mischief among the 
million or more instruments in the Unit- 
ed States. bearing the good old name of 
plano-forte. The majority of these cer- 
tainly are in regular use from day to 
day. All need tuning; most get it, of 
a more or less professiona) sort, from 
time to time, and would be better off for 
rnore of it, and better. 

Tt is, of course, not at all strange 
that the factory system has tended to 
eliminate the skilled tuner of the old 
Gays. In the great piano shops, as in 
so many other industrial plants, labor 
has been subdivided down to the minutest 


point.

Below 
them there is the large element known 
in the trade as “‘tramps,’” men who 
have somehow picked up a more or less 
adequate knowledge of “tuning,” which 
is in reality only one branch of the 
three main divisions of the professional 
tuner’s work, the others being the 
“snapping’’ and the action work. These 
tramps are often men who have con- 
siderable natural skill, but they work 
without a foundation of technical knowl. 
edge, and they are only too liable to 
commit all sorts of blunders when it is 
= matter of making any radical repairs 
tn a valuable instrument. 

As a relief to present conditions, 
however, there fs beginning to appear a 
new class of professional tuners, those 
who fiave beén trained {n the music 
school under expert instruction. The 
New England Conservatory of Music in 
his city ted the way some time ago 
by the establishment of the earilest 
plano tuning school in the world, one 
nrovided with ample accommodations 
for a full and systematic course of in- 
struction, embracing two objects: first, 
thoroughly to qualify young people who 
want to make tuning a profession; sec- 
nd. to meet the needs of all students 
or music. 

The work of Instructing young people 
in this art is based upon scientific study 
of the piano in all its parts. In the 
new Conservatory building on Hunting- 
ton avenue in this city are rather more 
than a dozen rooms containing skeleton 
keyboards and instruments of various 
makes; grand, square and upright piano- 
fortes, reed .organs, models of evary 
kind of action in use, acoustic apparatus, 
tools, etc., and a large two-mantel pipe

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A HANDBUVK OF PLANT FORM. 

John Land publishes a volume of in- 
terest to art students in Brnest Clarks’ 
“Epandbook of Pyant Korm.”’ ‘he Dook 
‘contains 100 full page plates compris- 
{ng nearly 800 iMustrations. The draw- 
ings of flowers and blossoms are ac- 
companied with printed motes, definite 
‘yut not technical, on the subdjects’ 
botanical features. An _ introductory 
study is furnished of leaf forms, with 
an explanation of the accepted names. 
The author has refrained from supple- 
‘menting the plant drawings with decor- 
‘ative designs based upon them in the 
belief that no check should be put by 
such suggestion upon the originality of 
the student. A short glossary of botan- 
nical terms is added, and an introduction 
discusses the treatment and conventional- 
ization of form. The author recommends

St. Mary’s in Venice and the Florence 
cathedral, to cite two of many instan- 
ces, are as thoroughly civic undertak- 
ings as the bridges now spanning the 
East river. 

One of the most interesting and com- 
plete records of the way in which a 
medieval cathedral was built ts fur- 
nished by Sienna, once one of Italy’s 
most flourishing city-republics and now 
an almost unrivaled relic of the middle 
ages. <As the city rose to greatness the 
citizens grew discontented with their 
old church, inferior, they thought, to 
that of their rival, Pisa. Some time in 
the thirteenth century—the wonderful 
cycle of the middle ages—work was be- 
gun on @ new cathedral, the earliest vis- 
ible parts of which date from 1245. 
More interest apparently was taken in 
Sienna in the building of this cathe- 
dral. “The Work,” as it was signifi- 
cantly and tersely called, than New 
York took in its subway. An elaborate 
system of regulations was drawn up 
and countless precautions were taken to 
see that no contractors made more than 
legal profit. 

On August 1!5—the feast of the as- 
sumption and the great Biennese holl- 
day—every citizen was compelled to con- 
tribute to “The Work’ money or Ccan- 
dies, for which there was 4 steady de- 
mand for use as votive offerings. The 
money was kept and the candles sold to | 
swell the building fund. In the sur- 
rounding country one robber chief after 
another was made by force of arms to 
contribute to the same plous object. All 
through the thirteenth century, when 
Sienna was at the height of its power, 
these resources proved ample and the 
cathedral rose ateadily. 

About 1336 the ever-increasing price 
of the Siennese inclined them to re- 
gard with little favor the plans which 
had seemed so wonderful to their an- 
cestors and it was proposed to build 
another and yet grander cathedral. In 
order not to throw away the work al- 
ready accomplished, the citizens decided 
to make out of the old edifice the tran- 
septs of the new. About nine years 
after work on this stupendous scheme 
had been begun the great plague of 
1348 devastated Sienna. Two-thirds of 
the population perished and the city 
never recovered courage to go on with 
“The Work” which it had undertaken in 
its prosperity. 

In 1357 the new scheme was abandoned 
and work was resumed on the old plans 
of the thirteenth century edifice nearly a 


century and a half after it was first be- 
gun. Even this has never been com- 
pleted, though the work of decoration has 
gone on at intervals ever since. Sienna 
has now become a quiet country towr,

“The Work’ of the 
Siennese provides a fair example of the 
way in which the Mediaeval athedrals 
rose slowly By the patient efferts of 


builders. Throughout the rest of Burope, 


however, the municipal] pride of Italy 
was replaced by the energy of abbots and 
of bishops. When, for instance, the 
church of Beauvais was burned early in 
the twelfth century, Milon de Nanteuil, 
the bishop-count of Beauvais, and his 
chapter set aside a tenth part of their 
annual income for ten years in order to 
procure money with which to begin a new 
cathedral, now one of the inspiring monu- 
ments of northern France. In !272, near- 
ly fifty years after the commencement 
of the work services were held for the 
first time in the choir. It was not until 
1500 that the first stone of the transepta

(From The Engineering Magazine.) 
Human haulage with sleds and baskets 
holding about 100 pounds is said to «xist 
even at this date in some of. the very 
thin fron-stone and coal mines of wreat 
Rritain. and it is, of course, common 
in out-of-the-way countries, where labor 
in very cheap. Tramming under some- 
what ‘hetter conditions is still very 
largely employed in all countries. Even 
in collieries where the «eames are thick. 
ears are moved at the face and trammed 
short distances. In thin seams, es- 
pecially where the long-wall system is 
used, this hand tramming ts carried on 
to a much greater extent as roads hich 
enough for horse or power haulage have 
to be cut partly In rock, and are there- 
‘fore too costly to be very close to- 
gether. In metal mines. which usual'yv 
have several! levels working at once. each 
'with comparatively short hanls. human 
labor {fs still more commonly used, and 
probably 90 per cent. if not 95 ner cent, 
of all ore both in America and elsewhere 
Is stil! trammed from the working piaces 
clear through to the shaft by human 
labor.

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APPALLING 1904 STATISTICS 
ON SUICIDE AND DIVORCE

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‘ing statistics which have just been tab- 
'vlated concerning the record of suicide 
(and divorce in America for the past 
year tell a tale or unhappiness whicn 1s 
hard te comprehend. 

At a time when the general prosperity 
or the eountry has seldom been equaled 
before, and when the general good will 
existing snould be fruttful o¢ a greater 
degree of happiness in the heart and 
home of the American people, there 
somes a tale of woe in the statistics of 
suicide and divorce which well nigh rend 
the ‘heart of him who longs and prays 
for better things. 

In America alone in 1904 there were 
9,240 suicides. About an average of 
2 to each state of the American unlton. 
Witt a record! it even puts to shame 
the ghastly record of the year before 
when 8,597 persons took their own lives. 
Despite our toasted Christianity sui- 
cide is steadily on the increase in our 
country. There were (fifteen times aa 
many suicides in 1904 as in 1881. Faster 
than our popuiation in proportion grows 
the silent host of those who Dy their own 
hand take their lives. . 

Above every suicide’s grave may be 
unfurled a banner bearing the word 
“Unnappiness,” for to tnis cause can be 
| traced every suicide. What caused the 
' unhappiness ie another question, but the 
direct cause leading up to every suicide 
is long drawn out or temporarily acute 
—unhapoiness. 

The record of the divorce courts in 
1904 is no less alarming and discourag- 
ing than that of the lists of suicides, 

In discussing the matter of divorce, 
one of our religious exchanges says: 

“Some startling figures have recently 
been published in reference to the preva- 
lence of crime in this country. One of 
the leading magazines printed some sta- 
tistical tables showing -the number of 
murders and homicides in the United 
States from year to year. They increas- 
ed from 1,266 in (881i to 10,652 in 1896. 
|The number of this class of horrible 
crimes was nearly nine times ag large 
in 1896 as it was fifteen years before. 
There had been a stgady increase year

“With the increase in the number of 
murders there has been a corresponding 
ircrease in the number of suicides in 
this country.

Every year, with only two or three 
exceptions, the number has been greater 
than the year before. 

“Thera has been a similar increase in 
in the number of divorces. Before the 
civil war the number of divorces was 
very small. A divorce case was the 
occasion for columns in ‘the secular pa. 
pers. In some of the states there was 
no provision for divorce. In others it 
could be obtained only by application to 
the legislature. But lax laws have been 
enacted, and this evil has been fostered 
until now there are probably twenty or 
thirty thousand divorces granted every 
year;- that many families destroyed; 
that many homes ruined, under the forms 
of law every year, in this country.

LIBRARY ACQUISITIONS. 


Valuable Papers Found in Maryland, 
Massachusetts and New York. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

In the last year the Library of Con 
gress has made many additions to its 
collection of manuscripts, letters, jour- 
nals and diaries of worth to students of 
American history. Many of the acqui- 
sitions came from Maryland, Massachu- 
setts and New York. The number of 
such acquisitions and their value aré 
made known in the annual report of 
Herbert Putnam, the librarian of con- 
gress, 

One very interesting fact brought out 
in this report is that the magnificent 
collection of prints belonging to T. Har- 
rison Garrett, of Baltimore, was saved 
, to the art world from destruction in the 
| Baltimore fire by an arrangement De- 
the Library cf Congress and Mr. 
| Garrett for the loan of his entire col- 
lection to the Institution. The prints 
were in part turned over to the library 
several hundred at a time for exhibi- 
tion purposes for several vears prior to 
last February. 
The Garrett 
113 of the very 


collection numbers 19.- 
rarest prints and en- 
| gravings in the United States, It is 
held by the LiAbrary of Congress sub- 
ject to the call of its owners. It supple- 
ments the famous Gardner G. Hubbard 
collection, which is the property of the 
government. 

By another stroke of luck the 
secured by purchase in Baltimore two 
large packing cases stuffed full of ex- 
tremely valuable documents. These con- 
sisted of the papers of Sylvanus Borne. 
of Massachusetts, and of Willlam Tay- 
lor, Josiah Meredith and John White. 
all of whom were prominent in the early 
days of Baltimore. 

The papers of Svivanus Borne, who 
came from old Barnstable, Mass., and 
| was American consul at Amsterdam, 
consist of 4,000 letters, 500 of which 
are those of Borne himself. They deal 
With political and diplomatic ‘subjects 
for forty years, from 1776 until the war 
of i812. and his comments on political 
conditions in Europe during the rise 
of Napoleon. 

The balance of the purchase contain- 
ed in these packing cases has not been 
arranged by the lUbrary or catalogued. 
It comprises, however, about 5,000 docu- 
ments of Willlam Taylor. who was en- 
gaged in foreign and domestic com- 
merce in Baltimore in the eighteenth 
century, forming an interesting comple- 
ment of the Ellis papers, and about 
1,000 papers of John White. cashier of 
the Baltimore branch of the United 
States bank. These geal with the finan- 
cial situation in the early days of the 
government. 

Another acquisition from Maryland 
was the gift by Bernard M. Baker, of 
Baltimore, of a letter dated August 2}, 
1777. from George Washington to Georgs 
Clymer, and a copy imitation of Wash- 
ington’s autograph in frame. 

One of the most valuable recent acquist- 
tions of the library was the purchase of 
the Polk and Johnson papers. The Pol« 
papers consist of 10,500 letters and other 
Cocuments which constitute practically 
all of them except the 1.500 owned by 
the Chicago Historical Society. They 
were bought from the president's adopt- 
ed niece. Mrs. Fall. of Nashville. Tenn. 
They inelude many drafts of Van Buren’s 
original state paper. and his autoblo- 
graphy written In his seventieth year 
and intended as a history of political par- 
ties in the United States. 

The papers of Andrew Johnson consist 
of 15,000 letters and documents. They 
were bought from his grandson, Andrew 
Johnson Patterson, of Greenville, Tenn.

PIANO TUNING BIDS FAIR — 


TO BECOME PROFESSION 


+ 


OSTON, January 21!.--(Special.)— 
Piano tuning bids fair to be 
changed within the next genération 


from a trade to a profession. Here- 
tcfore thé tendency has been in the 
opposite direction. Everybody knows 
that the tuners of the old-fashioned type, 
though they do not go much on scientific 
principles in their work, are, neverthe- 
less, for the most part, pretty efficient 
men. They are apt to have the handi- 
ness and intelligence characteristic of 
the old-time artisans. 

But their breed is one that for some 
time has been getting scarcer. In their 
places have come the tunerg trained in 
the great plano factories, men who 
meerningly. should be very skillful, but 
who too often are very one-sided and 
urdeveloped; remarkably skillful it may 
be in certain branches of the craft 
and absolutely ignorant in others, 

The deterioration In the standards of 
piano tuning hag beer, of course, for 
some time 2 matter of considerable con- 
cern to professional musicians and 
teachers of the plano. Incompetent tun- 
ine makes no end of mischief among the 
million or more instruments in the Unit- 
ed States. bearing the good old name of 
piano-forte.

in a valuable instrument. 

As a relief to present conditions, 
however, there fs beginning to appear a 
new class of professional tuners, those 
who fiave been trained in the music 
school under expert instruction. The 
New England Conservatory of Music In 

ts city led the way some time ago 
by the establishment of the eariiest 
plano tuning schoo! in the world, one 
provided with ample accommodations 
for a full and systematic course of in- 
struction. embracing two d6bjects: first. 
thoroughly to qualify young people who 
want to make tuning a profession; sec- 
ond. to meet the needs of all students 
of music. 

The work of instructing young people 
in this art ig based upon scientific study 
of the plano in all its parts. In the 
new Conservatory building on Hunting- 
ron avenue in this city are rather more 
than a dozen roome containing skeleton 
keyboards and instruments of various 
makes; grand, square and upright piano- 
fortes, reed organs, models of every 
kind of action In use, acoustic apparatus, 
tools, etc., and a large two-mantel pipe 
organ, built expressly for the depart- 
ment. This organ contains pipes which 
represent every method of tuning—

Naturally enough a great many young 
pupils are turning to this as a com- 
paratively new and uncrowded profes- 
sion.

There i4 probably no man better able 
to speak from both sides in the present 
controversy than Rev. Dr. Wilmer. Hea 
was for a number of years in charge of 
a colored work in Virginia for his church 
and now for a number of years has 
been in charge of leading Episcopal 
His address last Sunday af- 
ternoon was one of the most pertinent 
and forceful ever heard from an At- 
lanta platform. He has 
following article for The Constitution, 
fully setting forth his views in the mat- 
ter. He says: 

“On last Sunday afternoon was held 
in Bishop Turner’s Tabernacle a mass 
meeting of colored people, presided over 
by Captain J. W. English. president of 
the Fourth national bank, and addressed 
by a number of Atlanta's representative 
citizens of both races. The meeting was 
held primarily in the interest of Morris 
Brown college, but also for the educa- 
tional value of the addresses, all of 
which were along the lines of ideas and 
principles for which Morris Brown 
stands. Notwithstanding the generous 
advertisements given in advance by the 
papers, the percentage of white people 
present was not what it ought to have 
been. The object of this communica- 
tion is to do something in a small way 
toward making this institution better 
known to our white people and commend- 
ing it to their kindly consideration. 

“Intelligent white people have come to 
realize that we have these people with 
us, for weal or woe, and that it is no 
longer a question of whether they are 
to be educated but only what sort of ed- 
ucation shall be given them. LEducation,

On 
the one hand, we have those who, for 
example, have no sympathy with south- 


ern white people, distrust them, abuse 


them, looking to another section of our 
country for moral and financial support, 
which they are willing to bid for if not 
by actually misrepresenting the attitude 
of southern whites, at least by empha- 
Sizing the bad and ignoring or minimiz- 
ig the good. They appear to be igno- 
rant of the true laws of growth and 
to imagine that it is the part of wisdom 
to demand the enforcement instanter of 
whatever appears to them to be abstract- 
ly right. 

“They fail also to appreciate the fact 
that general rules have to be made which 
may bear hard on individuals who, how- 
if worth al] the fuss made over 
them, ought to be able to understand the 
situation and apply- oil instead of sand 
to the social machinery.

One of the most interesting and com- 
plete records of the way in which a 
medieval cathedral was built is fur- 
nishe@d by Sienna, once one of Italy’s 
most flourishing city-republics and now 
an almost unrivaled relic of the middle 
ages. As the city rose to greatness the 
citizens grew discontented with their 
old church, inferior, they thought, to 
that of their rival, Pisa. Some time in 
the thirteenth century—the wonderful 


cycle of the middle ages—work was be- | 


gun on a new cathedral, the earliest vis- 
ible parts of which date from 1245. 
More interest apparently was taken in 
Sienna in the building of this cathe- 
dral, ‘The Work,” as it was signifi- 
cantly and tersely called, than New 
York took in its subway. An elaborate 
system of regulations was drawn up 
and countless precautions were taken to 
see that no contractors made more than 
legal profit. 

On August {5—the feast of the as- 
sumption and the great Siennese holi- 
day—every citizen was compelled to con- 
tribute to ‘The Work’’ money or can- 
dleg, for which there was a steady de- 
mand for use as votive offerings. The 
money was kept and the candles sold to 
swell the building fund. In the sur- 
rounding country one robber chief after 
another was made by force of arms to 
contribute to the same pious object. All 
through the thirteenth century, when 
Sienna was at the height of its power, 
these resources proveq ample and the 
cathedral rose steadily. 

About 1335 the ever-increasing pride 
of the Silennese inclined them to re- 
gard with little favor the plans which 
had seemed so wonderful to their an- 
cestors and it was proposed to build 
another and yet grander cathedral. In 
order not to throw away the work al- 
ready accomplished, the citizens decided 
to make out of the old edifice the tran- 
septs of the new. About nine years 
after work on this stupendous scheme 
had been begun the great plague of 
1348 devastated Sienna. Two-thirds of 
the population perished and the city 
never recovered courage to go on with 
“The Work” which it had undertaken in 
its prosperity.
